that a mayor has very little to do with 
the spending of city funds. 
Leaving 
Mr. Thoroughgood’s record as mayor 
out of the question for a moment, let 
us turn tack to the figures for his 
four years 
as

alderman. 
The control of ward funds by the 
aldermen is absolute. 
It is conceded 
that an alderman's efficiency may be 
judged fairly by 
what he achieves 
along this line.

was in the council in 1886, 1887, 1889

The first year the Second 
ward fund was $750.

Beginning with $750, a sum which

Having in possession the fruits of 
piracy. 
Treason, in levying war or adher­ 
ing to the enemies of the government. 
Inciting to or engaging in rebellion 
against the government. 
Aiding, abetting, etc., to commit 
murder or piracy on the high seas by 
the owner. 
Destruction of a vessel on the high 
seas by other than the owner. 
The corrupt casting away of a ves­ 
sel on the high Teas by the owner. 
Laying violent hands by seamen up­ 
on the commander of a vessel to pre­ 
vent his defense of the vessel. 
Robbery on the high seas. 
Robbery on shore by the crew of a 
pirate. 
Murder, robbery or hostile act under 
cover of a foreign commission. 
Forcibly confining a negro on a ves­ 
sel with intent of making him a slave. 
Landing from a vessel and seizing a 
negro with attempt to enslave him. 
Malicious burning of a fort or a dock 
yard.
